Another set of humans re¬ 
mains has been discovered 
strewn about a field in an 
area east of Edmonton 
that has become a dump¬ 
ing ground for dead bod¬ 
ies over the past few 
years. 

Around 3:30 p.m. Mon¬ 
day, Strathcona County 
RCMP received yet another 
chilling phone call from a 
farmer who found a hu¬ 
man skeleton while work¬ 
ing in his fields. 

“When he went by with 
his tractor and swather, he 
looked down on the 
ground and saw bones,” 
said Cst. Wally Henry. 

Little is known about the 
identity of the body, in¬ 
cluding the age, race, sex 
or how long it has been ly¬ 
ing in the field. 

Const. Henry said that 
the skeleton is not intact, 
and that a number of 
bones have been found 
scattered around the area, 
possibly from an animal 
eating parts of the body. 

On May 16, 2006, the 
body of 37-year-old Bonnie 
Lynn Jack was discovered 
less than a kilometre south 
from the site of the latest 
found remains, on Range 
Road 225 near Township 
Road 542. 

A young couple walking 
in a field made the shock¬ 
ing discovery, when they

worker’s lifeless body in a 
wooded area. 

On June 11, 2004, the 
body of 19-year-old sex- 
trade worker Rachel Quin- 
ney was discovered, only 
seven kilometres southeast 
from where Jack’s body 
was found. 

Recently convicted 
killer Thomas Svelcla 
claimed he simply stum¬ 
bled upon Quinney’s mu¬ 
tilated body while smok¬ 
ing crack with another 
prostitute in the area. 
Svelcla was recently ac¬ 
quitted of her murder 
due to lack of evidence, 
but was convicted and 
sentenced to life in 
prison for the brutal mur¬ 
der of 36-year-old Theresa 
Innes. 

Const. Henry said that 
Project RARE, a unit dedi¬ 
cated to solving the mur¬ 
ders and disappearances 
of those living a high-risk 
lifestyle, has been noti¬

Alberta has more money 
than it knows what to do 
with, so says Finance 
Minister Iris Evans. 

Alberta’s first-quarter 
fiscal update has been re¬ 
leased, and shows yet an¬ 
other record surplus, this 
time, $8.5 billion dollars, 
attributed to higher than 
anticipated oil and gas 
prices. 

Though much of the 


money has been allocat¬ 
ed, $2.5 billion in energy 
revenues remain, which 
the finance minister has 
parked in savings until 
she decides how the cash 
will be divvied up. 

“While it’s in savings 
it’s not going bad,” Evans 
said from the Legislature 
yesterday. “Unallocated is 
an indication that we 
want to get another two 
or three months under 
our belt and a little clear¬ 
er indication and a little 
more opportunity to talk 


to our caucus about these 
savings.” 

At the time the original 
budget was drafted, oil 
was sitting at a now-mod- 
est $78 per barrel. In the 
past five months, that 
price has risen to over 
$140 and settled at $119 


per barrel. 

Energy revenues for the 
year were far underesti¬ 
mated and will break 
records surpassing $18 
billion. 

“Our economic outlook 
continues to be bright. I 
don’t think anyone can 


remember a time when 
we’ve had such wild and 
wide energy prices.” 

Most of the extra mon¬ 
ey will be funnelled into 
projects that may begin to 
clean Alberta’s oil- 
smeared environmental 
slate. Carbon capture and 
storage projects will be 
backed with $2 billion, as 
will forward-thinking 

greener public transit ini¬ 
tiatives. Another $1 bil¬ 
lion will be allocated for 
infrastructure projects, 
leaving $2.5 billion in lim¬ 


bo. 

Liberal finance critic, 
Laurie Blalceman said the 
Conservative government 
will rue the day it didn’t 
prepare for the boom to 
go bust. 

“If we’re going to have a 
bonanza, and that’s what 
this looks like to me,” 
Blalceman said. “I think 
we need to be brave, I 
think we really need to be 
Mavericks, and I think we 
need to take the big step 
and save all of that mon¬ 
ey.” 


Committee searches for 
value in snow removal

to $58.3 million. 

The increase has a lot to 
do with the city’s commit¬ 
ment to snow removal 
within 48 hours of a snow¬ 
fall, which was met during 
five of the six major snow¬ 
falls last winter.

fort road The price tag for 
the city’s Fort Road Redevel¬ 
opment plan has soared 
since first estimates were 
approved back in 2003, and 
Mayor Stephen Mandel is 
looking for ways to deal 
with the continual requests 
for more cash. 

“I don’t know how you 
stop this,” Mandel said dur¬ 
ing yesterday’s Transporta¬ 
tion and Public Works 
meeting at City Hall. 

The Fort Road project in¬ 
volves two distinct compo¬ 
nents; the widening of Fort 
Road, and the area revital¬ 
ization project. 

The area redevelopment 
was originally to have cost 
$3.95 million, with the 
transportation component 
coming in at $15.95 million. 

In November of 2005 
council approved signifi¬ 
cant changes to the Fort 
Road plan and revised the 
estimated cost to over $12 
million for the redevelop¬ 


ment, then increased it by 
another $5 million just two 
weeks later. 

The reasons cited for the 
increase at the time were 
completion of the utilities 
engineering work and con¬ 
struction cost inflation. 

That estimate remained 
until April of this year, 
when a further budget in¬ 
crease for the revitalization 


project was approved for 
$16.85 million, bringing the 
grand total for the project 
— including the transporta¬ 
tion component — to 
$65.69 million. 

The mayor said he is frus¬ 
trated when an original esti¬ 
mate proves to be signifi¬ 
cantly lower than the final 
cost of a project. 

“It is embarrassing and it 


speaks to the credibility of 
this administration and 
council,” Mandel said. 

In order to avoid future 
embarrassment, Mandel 
plans to meet with council’s 
executive committee today 
to see if a policy can be put 
in place to stop the constant 
requests for more money af¬ 
ter a budget and plan are 
approved.

cials continue to 
investigate two deaths 
linked to the listeria bac¬ 
terium while authorities 
in other provinces probe 
29 other cases. 

“ft is important to note 
that Listeria 
monocytogenes is 
commonly found, and is 
not really a concern for 
most people,” said Dr. Ger¬ 
ry Predy, acting Alberta 
chief medical officer of 
health. 

“However, it can lead to 
serious complications in 
the elderly, newborns, 
pregnant women and 
those with weakened im¬ 
mune systems. 

“Anyone in those groups 
who develops symptoms 
such as fever, headache or 
stiff neck and may have 
eaten any of the recalled 
products should contact 
their physician or health 
care provider.” 

Predy said it still has not 
been determined if either 
of the Alberta listeria- 
linked deaths were caused 
by tainted meat. 

One of deaths was in 
southwest Alberta and the 
other in the Peace Region, 
centred, around Grande 
Prairie.

Suspect arrested in 
Hobbema slayings

A man wanted in connec¬ 
tion with one of five brutal 
murders in the small Abo¬ 
riginal community of 
Hobbema was arrested 
last night at a north 
Edmonton home. 

“The Hobbema Gang Unit 
received a tip that Darrel 
Baptiste was at a residence 
in north Edmonton,” said 
Cpl. Darrel Bruno. “Sure 
enough, they did a little 
surveillance, saw the ac¬ 
cused and contacted the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service to as¬ 
sist in arresting him.” 

Police surrounded the 
home in a quiet residential 


area, and 
within a few 
hours made 
contact with 
the accused 
killer. He left 
the home of 
his own voli¬ 
tion and was 
arrested 
without incident. 

Baptiste is accused of 
murdering Dale Dechamps, 
whose lifeless body was 
found in an alley on the 
Samson Townsite on Aug. 2. 

“This was a result of com¬ 
munity members coming 
forward with pertinent in¬ 
formation,” Bruno said. 

Last week, anonymous 
tipsters revealed informa¬ 
tion to police that sent 


them on a search for the 19- 
year-old man. 

Days earlier, Samson Cree 
Nation Chief Marvin Yellow- 
bird announced that a 
$10,000 bounty would be 
given to anyone who pro¬ 
vided information that 
brought any of the five al¬ 
leged killers to justice. 

“The chief has indicated 
there is a sense of relief in 
regard to him being in cus¬ 
tody,” Bruno said. 

He added the reward was 
not a motivating factor that 
prompted the community 
members to break the new¬ 
ly adopted fear-based code 
of silence, which has muted 
much conversation be¬ 
tween the public and au¬ 
thorities.

84-year-old killed in trailer fire 


youth A report on the death 
of a teen boy in provincial 
custody provides no recom¬ 
mendations on how such a 
death can be prevented in 
the future. 

The 16-year-old appears 
to have become lost in Red 
Deer on Dec. 2, 2005, says a 
report by medical examiner 
Dr. Graeme Dowling. 

Identified as “T.U.” bec¬ 
ause of privacy laws, the 
boy had been to a party that 
night and had left after con¬ 
suming marijuana and alco¬ 
hol. He had arranged to 
meet his mother at a store, 
and when he didn’t show, 
she went home. The moth¬ 
er didn’t contact police be¬ 
cause he had a history of 
similar behaviour. He was 
found dead in Great Chief 
Park the next day. 

Though T.U. was a ward 
of the province, he was liv¬ 
ing with his mother. 

“I do not find that there 
was any connection be¬ 
tween the death and the na¬ 
ture or quality of care or su¬ 
pervision provided to the 
deceased,” Dowling said in 
the report.

class-action specialty law 
firm that filed all four 
suits. 

There are now six deaths 
in Ontario that are being 


blamed directly on the out¬ 
break strain of Listeriosis 
monocytogenes while an¬ 
other six, including three 
in Toronto, are under in¬ 
vestigation.

Glitch grounds planes 

Flights across U.S. held for nearly five hours 


Major U.S. airports were 
operating normally Tues¬ 
day evening after a glitch 
in the computer system for 
filing flight plans delayed 
hundreds of flights, the 
Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration said. 

The Department of 
Homeland Security said 
there was no link to terror¬ 
ism and the FAA said the 
computer glitch did not af¬ 
fect its ability to safely 
track planes in the air. 

FAA spokeswoman Laura 
Brown said the problem 
was resolved around 6 p.m. 
EDT, about 4 1/2 hours af¬ 
ter a communications link 
failed in the system that 
processes flight plans at a 
facility south of Atlanta. 

The agency's best guess 
is that "hundreds" of 
flights across a wide swath 
of the United States from 


Dallas and Chicago to the 
East Coast had been de¬ 
layed by the computer 
breakdown, Brown said, 
adding that the FAA would 
not have an exact count 
until today. 

"There were some air¬ 
ports that were affected 
more than others," she 
said. Airports in Boston, 
Chicago, Baltimore and At¬ 
lanta experienced the 
most delays as a result of 
the problem, she said. 

The cause of the failure 
was not known but it was 
not due to a computer 
hacking attack, said Hank 
Kralcowslci, chief opera¬ 
tions officer for the FAA's 
air traffic division. "It ap¬ 
pears to be an internal soft¬ 
ware processing problem. 
We're going to have to do 
some forensics on it," he 
told reporters.

The other flight-plan fa¬ 
cility in Salt Lake City had 
to handle the entire coun- 
tiy when the other system 
failed but the backup sys¬ 
tem quickly overloaded, so 
all the flight information 
for the affected flights 
such as destinations and 
names of passengers had 
to be re-entered manually, 
Brown said. 

FAA spokeswoman Di¬ 
ane Spitalire said the 
agency had never experi¬ 
enced a computer problem 
this severe.

Adding feng shui elements 
can bring the balance home

Wood, fire, earth, metal 
and water. 

No, they’re not the new 
superhero team members 
ready to make their big- 
screen debut in a summer 
blockbuster, but instead 
they are key elements that 
create a feng shui balance. 

At first glance many 
Westerners dub feng shui a 
superstitious practice — 
this writer included — but 
a deeper look into a philos¬ 
ophy that has been prac¬ 
ticed for thousands of 
years, and still continues 


to make believers out of 
the worst of cynics, de¬ 
serves a chance. 

So I decided to catch up 
with Calgary’s own feng 
shui practitioner Carl 
Klimulc to get to the bot¬ 
tom of this “feng shui” 
business. 

The philosophy behind 
it, he explains, is your ex¬ 
ternal environment is a di¬ 
rect reflection of your in¬ 
ternal environment. 

“We are subconsciously 
attracted to our environ¬ 
ment,” Klimulc says. That 
is, your home is the single 
most important reflection 
of yourself. But like every 
soul-searching journey, 


where do you start? 

First is to understand the 
concept of feng shui. 
While there are two basic 
schools of practice, each 
centres around the same 
set of principles. 

The Bagua, or matrix of 
which a space is laid, is 
shaped by rules that gov¬ 
ern nature. How the natu¬ 
ral elements—wood, fire, 
earth, metal and water— 
interact forms the flow of 
energy in your home or 
space. 

The Bagua 

The Bagua can be inter¬ 
preted a few different 
ways, but the bottom line 


is to keep the elements bal¬ 
anced. This, in turn, allows 
a good flow of energy, 
which will lead to a more 
balanced life. 

Once the Bagua is laid 
out it is in your best inter¬ 
est to keep the elements 
associated with each 
zone present and to 
“cure,” (meaning 
disrupt) any un¬ 
wanted elements 
within the 
space.

Cut the clutter 

Both Klimulc \ 

and MaryAnn 
Russell, author of 
The Feng Shui 
Factor, Modern 
Homes Ancient Blue¬ 
print stress the need 
for keeping clutter to a 
minimum, as energy can¬ 
not flow well in a crowded 
space. “I have never been 
in an overly cluttered envi¬ 
ronment where the per¬ 
son’s health was opti¬ 
mum,” writes Russell. 
Opening up a space allows

tions against having too 
many glass doors, large 
windows and skylights. 


True, glass lets sun¬ 
light in, but at the 
same time it can 
leak energy out 
as well. Main¬ 
taining a bal¬ 
ance is key. 
More obvious 
leaks include 
faulty plumbing 
fixtures and win¬ 
dows that don’t 
shut properly. In 
fact, even bath¬ 
rooms leak energy by 
the constant act of flush¬ 
ing. Of course no home is 
really complete without 
one, so there are few ways 
to cure the leak. If you have 
the chance to design a bath¬ 
room, have the toilet en¬ 
closed and separate from

the rest of the room. “I re¬ 
alize most bathrooms are 
not designed with feng 
shui in mind so it is good 
practice to close the toilet 
lid and keep the bathroom 
door closed when it is prac¬ 
tical,” writes Russell. 

Have some heart 

The next obvious room 
to address is the heart of 
the home. With all five ele¬ 
ments present in the 
kitchen the lines are 
blurred between which el¬ 
ements should flourish 
and which should be mini¬ 
mized. “When the sink 
and the stove are aligned 
directly opposite one an¬ 
other the water is in con¬ 
flict with the fire element 
and may result in agitation 
and arguments,” writes 
Russell. To avoid this, off¬ 
set the two to displace the 
controlling water element. 
However, placing a live 
plant next to the sink or 
on the island between the 
sink and the stove can 
make for a more harmo¬ 
nious kitchen when the 
layout cannot be changed. 

Getting in command 

The layout of the bed¬ 
room can be changed and 
should be, though to fol¬ 
low the rules of the com¬ 
manding position. In feng 
shui, the commanding po¬ 
sition is located such that 
the bed for a bedroom or 
the desk for an office will 


never place your back to 
the door. This is to provide 
you an optimal view and 
command of the space 
ahead of you while main¬ 
taining support, protection 
and stability in the back. 
“Ideally, there should be a 
solid wall behind your 
headboard or in the case of 
an office, the chair where 
you sit,” writes Russell. If 
this just can’t be achieved, 
do not fret, as mirrors can 
always come into play. 

Time to reflect 

Using a mirror to pro¬ 
vide a rear view of the 
door will still be beneficial. 
But that’s not all mirrors 
can be used for as Russell’s 
book proves they can be 
used as tools to push or de¬ 
flect energy, draw it in, en¬ 
liven a space or to cool 
down the fire element. 
Placement of such mirrors 
is essential, for instance 
avoid having a mirror in 
the front entrance hall fac¬ 
ing the front door. 

This essentially pushes 
energy back out the front 
door. 

Since we’re back to the 
front door, or the begin¬ 
ning, it seems a good place 
to leave you folks to figure 
out how to make your 
home feng shui-friendly. 
But not empty-handed of 
course; you’ll be armed 
with these simple, yet pos¬ 
sibly life changing, rules.

fort for such driving enter¬ 
tainment. Body motions 
are tautly controlled. The 
steering has a pleasing 
blend of precision, feel, re¬ 
sponse and effort. 

Inside, there’s a feeling 
of roominess, with the 
high roofline providing 
plenty of headroom. Quali¬ 
ty is also conveyed in the 
well-bolstered sport seats, 
which provide firm sup¬ 
port yet plenty of comfort 
for long drives.

Farmer hits record books 


Steve Burgess, a farmer 
from West Yorkshire, Eng¬ 
land, has put himself and 
his Land Rover Defender in¬ 
to the record books by be¬ 
coming the first person in 
history to successfully cross 
the Bering Straits in a road 
vehicle. 

Earlier this year, the 52- 
year-old Burgess, travelled 
16,700 kilometres in 50 
days to the Easternmost tip 
of Russia in temperatures 
as low as -46 C.

Transylvanian farm life 
reflects a simpler time 



TheTravelJ 


A visit to the tiny 
Romanian town 
of Ture (or Turea) 
is like travelling 
back in time. 
Horse-drawn carriages 
packed full with freshly 
cut hay trot along bumpy 
dirt roads. Craggy old peo¬ 
ple with craggy old faces 
make picture-perfect post¬ 
cards of a simpler time. 
Grandmothers milk cows, 
churn butter, have wells in 
their backyards and know 
their way around a plow. 

If it weren’t for the satel¬ 
lite dishes growing out of 
houses like mushrooms on 
cow patties, you might 
think you’d been trans¬ 
ported back to the early 
1900s. A surprising num¬ 
ber of people here lack 
running water and indoor 
plumbing but, with the 
wonders of modern tech¬ 
nology, they can tune into 
stations like MTV. 

Having just come from 
cosmopolitan Bucharest — 
where Ferrari-lined streets, 
fashionable coffee houses 
and could-be-supermodels 
are common — this was the 
“simple life.” I found myself 
in this Transylvanian village 
as part of a two-day home- 
stay run by Carpathian 
Tours. Australian-owned, 
this company offers cultural 
vacations through the Hun¬ 
garian, Slovakian and Ro¬ 
manian countryside. It’s a 
chance to learn about the 
music, dance and social 
practices of the area — all 
with the help of a translator 
and knowledgeable guide. 

Accommodations may be 
humble (my room had no 
door and the bathroom 
looked more like a tool

shed) but, by staying with 
the local people, I’m able to 
get an insider’s view. 

My crash course in tradi¬ 
tional Transylvanian cul¬ 
ture starts with breakfast. 
Here in Ture, early morn¬ 
ing risers enjoy buffalo 
cheese, thick slices of 
white bread, pork sausage 
and a shot of Palinlca. 

This local brandy brew 
gets the day started off 
right and is sipped on with 
each meal. It’s considered 
rude if you turn down the 
offering, so I reach for the 
shot glass and started 
boozing. It goes down my 
throat in one gulp, burn¬ 
ing my insides with the 
pang of cheap Tequila. 

Pleasing my host, the 
guide and I (admittedly, a bit 
tipsy) venture into town. 
Shepherds guide buffalo 
into the village so they can 
be milked by their owners. 
They make their way down 
a mist-covered hill, moo¬ 
ing and jangling their cow¬ 
bell necklaces. Though I’m 
excited by the prospect of 
milking one myself, I find 
out the buffalos are skit¬ 
tish and don’t let strangers 


ogle their udders. 

From there, we visit a 
traditional “good room.” 
It’s an elaborately decorat¬ 
ed living room used for en¬ 
tertaining guests and 
matching prospective boy 
suitors with unmarried 
girls. The room is stacked 
with embroidered blan¬ 
kets, tablecloths and 
doilies, all hand spun from 
wool, cotton or hemp. 

Cabinets are hand-paint¬ 
ed, stenciled in red, white 
and green (a symbol of the 
Hungarian flag) with recur¬ 
ring motifs of roses, tulips 
and green branches. 
Though it’s impressive, this 
crafty form of home-mak¬ 
ing has been abandoned by 
the new generation. 

In the time of Romanian 
dictator Nicolae Ceausescu 
(leader from 1965-1989), 
expression of Hungarian 
culture and music was for¬ 
bidden. As a result, much 
of local culture was lost. 

My two-day tour of Tran¬ 
sylvania had me tossing hay 
with a pitchfork, step-danc¬ 
ing to live village music and 
picnicking with Palinlca un¬ 
der a full moon.

Few laughs in Hamlet 2

review When seriously un¬ 
funny movies like Hamlet 
2 get erected around seri¬ 
ously funny actors like 
Steve Coogan, it’s reason¬ 
able to ask what went 
wrong. 

In this case, it’s that 
Coogan has been robbed of 
his prime comic weapon 
— his bone-dry British im¬ 
periousness. Cast as an an¬ 
tic Arizona high school 
drama teacher attempting 
to save his credibility and 
his job by mounting an un¬ 


precedentedly offensive 
original play — that’d be 
“Hamlet 2,” with a plot in¬ 
volving a time machine 
and chirpy songs about 
rape and Jesus Christ’s 
“hot swimmer’s body” — 
Coogan trades his usual 
shiv-sharp subtlety for 
blustery, Christopher 


Guest style caricature. The 
results aren’t pretty. 

Perhaps attempting to 
atone for the retro-bland- 
ness of Nancy Drew, co¬ 
writer/director Andrew 
Fleming stabs wildly at 
taboos: Coogan’s young 
charges trade racist barbs 
in-between rehearsals; 


characters drop acid and 
reference crystal meth ad¬ 
diction; a key player takes 
a tentative step out of the 
closet; child molestation is 
deployed as a punchline. 
It’s all admirably anti-PC, 
but that’s all it is — there’s 
no real satirical thrust 
here, just a lot of weak jabs 
at easy targets (newsflash: 
The American religious 
right are a bunch of hu¬ 
mourless hysterics!) and 
sub-Waiting For Guffman 
gags about the massive 
gulf between Coogan’s am¬ 
bition and his talent. 

There’s not a lot to laugh 
at here, and the fact that 
the filmmakers seem so 
smugly proud of their sup¬ 
posed transgressions does¬ 
n’t help. In fact, they like 
their piddling attempt at a 
live-action episode of 
South Park so much that I 
don’t have to.
